Duffy. That was the oath which was known as 
‘Document No. 2.” Mr, Barton afterwards said 
that the one point he was not clear about 
was whether the oath recognised the King 
as the King of the Associated States of the 
British Commonwealth or of the Association 
of States. 

It was quite clear, however, that Mr. de 
Valera was prepared to take an oath recog- 
nising the King. That oath was badly drafted 
and it had to be regularised subsequently in 


the Treaty. 
A DENIAL.

The most serious incident of the storm was 
the collapse of the roof of a tenement house 
in Henrietta place, Bolton ‘street, where the 
cccupant and his wife were injured. Some 
cyclists were blown from their machines on 
Friday night, and a couple of them had to be 
treated in hospital. wo members of the 
Civic Guard narrowly injury while 
removing a broken electric cable from the 
Clondalkin-Naas road. 

Contrary to the usual experience in such 
storms as that of Friday night, the Phenix 
Park escaped with comparatively little 
dam ot more than four or five trees 
weré. blown down. 

Since the storm the temperature in Dublin 
has been unusually high for the time of the 
year. Yesterday the thermometer registered 
dégrees. The indications for the next few 
days peint to unsettled conditions. 

THE TELEGRAPH SYSTEM, 

The greatest. amount of inconvenience was 
caused by the dislocation of the telephone 
and telegraph systems, and, although the 
rey cha department’s men are workin 
at high pressure, full services are not ex 
to be resumed before Wednesdgy or Thursday. 
Telegraph communication between Dublin and 
Great Britain was cut off entirely, and on 
Saturday could only be transmitted 
to a few places in England and Scotland via 
Belfast. The lines to the Irish Midlands and 
the Western counties near 
similar breaks occurred on I 
Dublin and the Southern offices. damage 
was chiefly caused by poles being blown down 
and by trees falling on the wires. ] 
any of the trunk telephone lines were left 
intact, but the Dublin telephone service 
suffered little interruption, as many of the 
lines are underground. 

BIGGEST BREAK FOR FIVE YEARS. 

An official of the telephone t 
stated on Saturday that they could not com- 
municate with the Western offices beyond 
Mullingar or with places in the North beyond 
Drogheda. The trunks which were then work- 
ing would only enable them to communicate 
with Mullingar, Cork and Naas. The trunks 
to Great Britain were not d in Dublin, 
the dislocation being caused on the other side 
of the Channel. e added that it was the 
biggest breakdown that they had had for the 
last five years. 

A large elm tree which fell across the road 

at Tallaght severed about a dozen telephone 
and telegraph wires. 
_ The local train services, which had been 
interrupted on Friday night, were in full 
operation on Saturday, e most serious 
hitch occurred on the line between Westland 
row and Bray, where trees had fallen across 
the rails, bet breakdown gangs. were de- 
spatches to different points, and the obstruc- 
tions were quickly removed. 

Traffic was held up during the storm in 
different parts of the county, and much in- 
convenience was caused to residents of the 
outlying districts. "Buses had to be taken 
off some of the routes, and motor cars had 
to make circuitous journeys to reach their 
destinations. 

DANGEROUS ROADS. 

Residents of Tallaght had much difficulty in 
getting to their homes, as traffic was inter- 
rupted by fallen trees. The main road 
between Maynooth and Dunboyne was also 
closed to traffic. As early as 9.30 on 
Friday night traffic was suspended on the 
Stillorgan-Bray road. On the Dublin-Swords 
‘bus route many trees fell during the storm, 
and all vehicular traffic was held up until 
the following morning.

There was shelter in 
most parts of the port from the full intensity 
of the gale, and only a few boats put to sea. 

None of the Howth fishing boats‘ left the 
harbour on Friday night on account of the 
rough sea. Huge waves swept over the pier.

LIMERICK SAILOR DROWNED. 


No very serious damage to shipping at sea 
has been at Queenstown. The 
trawler Neil 7 . put inte 
Queenstown on Saturday morning and re- 

having encoun very heavy 
weather off the Irish coast. She is being 
repaired locally. The Limerick 
ing steamer Kerry arrived in 
Cork Harbour a few hours late with 
weather damage. She encountered the full 
fury of the storm, during the height of which 
a sailor named Ho a native of Lime- 
rick, was swept overboard, and, despite ev 
attempt at rescue, “was lost. his i 
occurrence took place when the vessel was 
some miles off Old Head of Kinsale. The 
Kerry Head is bound for limerick from 
Gravesend with a cargo of cement 

A further loss of life caused by Friday's 
gale was reported by her captain on the 
arrival of the Norwegian steamer, Stranna, 
1,547 tons gross, at Queenstown late on 
Saturday evening. The Stranna, which was 
outward bound from Port Talbot with a 
cargo of coal for Halifax, Nova Scotia, ran 
into wie gale coming down the Channel. One 
particularly heavy sea tore the sounding 
machine, weighing nearly half a hundred- 
weight, from its position, and it fell into the 
forecastle. A member of the crew sustained 
a badly crushed chest, which proved fatal 
on the following morning. 

CERMAN STEAMER'S TRIAL. 

The German four-master barque, Gustay, 
2,691 tons gross, arrived at Queenstown on 
Sunday morning after a oan struggle 
with a three days’ gale, which captain 
declared to be the worst that he has ex- 
perienced during his thirty years at sea. 

The Gustav was outward bound from 
Sundstrall, Sweden, for Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia. with a cargo of wood pulp and timber. 
She had reached a point miles south- 
west of Queenstown, when her master deemed 
it prudent to make for the Free State port 
owing to the continued bad weather, Most 
of the ship’s sails were blown away, while 
the stanchions and bulwarks were badly 
damaged by the heavy seas. “ 


GALE AND FLOODS IN LIMERICK. 


In Limerick the gale was the worst for 
twenty years. It came from the north- 
west, with a velocity of over sixty miles an 
hour, sweeping the ares clear, of 
pedestrians, and causing the dislocation of 
traffic and injury to property. The storm 
was at its height between 6.50 and 7.30 p.m.

DUBLIN AND DISTRICT AUTUMN 
TRIAL. 


The open trial of the Dublin and District 
Motor Cycle and Light Car Club en Saturday last 
for’ the Jacob and Walker Cups was one of the 
bes! .supparted events Of ‘its class that has been 
held in the Dublin district for a considerable time 
Thirty-nine competitors took “part in the event 
and. thanks to the favourable conditions under 
which. the trial wae held. af but three of them 
completed the course. 

The number of first-class awards is not iikely to 
he as numerous as the number of finishers would 
suggest, as there were many failutes on the 
observed hills and non-stop sections. Neverthe- 
less, it is unlikely that the winners of the premier 
awards will be found without having recourse te the 
secret check that was taken during the afternoon. 
The Jacob Cup was offered for the best solo per- 
formance and the Walker Cup for the best ride 
on a sideear machine. 

The route of sixty-eight and a half miles 
braced a good deal of difficult country in the 
southerrr portion of County Dublin and the 
northern part of County Wicklow. Leaying 
Terenure. the riders followed the main Blessington 
road to the de" Selby Quarry ill, and crossed 
Rallinascorney Gap, afterwards taking the «im 
cult hairpin at Bohernabreena, and getting on to 
the Military rodd. The latter was followed to 
Glencree Reformatory. and after traversing the 
Gleneree valley to the east they ascended to the 
Old Long Hill and ran to Kilmacanogue. Again 
ascending to the uplands, by Calary lane and Red 
lane. they reached the most southerly point of the 
vourse at Sally Gap. They returned hy the Mili- 
tary toad to Glencree, and, ascending the Devil's 
Elbow in the last section, finished at Bonnybrook 
Six of the hills taken during the afternoon were 
abserved, and there were four sections in which 
penalties were enforced. for stopping.
